ESTERDAY, betwetn four and five o'clock, P. M. a fire was-difcovered in albats 
belonging to Capt. Timothy Brown. There was @ ton or more of bay therein, and 
the wind being very high, the flames burft through the roof immediately, and inftantaneouf. 
ly coramunicated to the Captain's houfe, a ftore of Englith and Weit-India goods, and two 
other barns ; at the fame inftant caught in another place, among a quantity of boards, 
fhingles, and other lumber, which was collected for building, and threatened a general con. 
flagration of all the buildings on that part of the ftrect : But happily, by the very vétive ex. 
ertions of the ithabitants, every building was faved, except the firft, which was confumed, 
The ladies, who colleéted on the firft alarm, exerted themfelves exceedingly, by drawing and 
carrying water to thofe on the buildings; they reatlydeferve praife. The fire was fo rapid 
that but few hands could be informed feafonably. ‘The fire was conveyed from a black. 
fmith's thop, which ftood near the barn—d caution for people who live in places where the 
houfes are thick, not to allow of {mith’s thops being placed among them, unlefs their chim- 
nies are made with two funnels or draughts, the firft leading from the fire about eight feet in} 
beight, then turning an arch over the top, make another paflage for the fparks, duft, é&ec, 
right down by the fide of the firit, either over the fire or to the left of the forge, which would 

fecure the shop and other adjoining buildings, which are much expofed in dry weather.

URING ail this time, totally blind 

to their dang ,the enemy continued 
to ainufe themfelves with their cannon, al - 
though a fingle fire was not returned; a 
circunftance, which, along with the ftill- 
nefs and immobilityot the Britith troops. 
might have reafonably excited apprehen- 
fion, diftruft, and -watchfulneis. At 
length, Colonel Campbell, convinced that 
the light infantry had got effectually 
round upon their rear, fuddenly brought 
forward the cannon, and commanded 
the line to move brifkly on the enemy. 
The well -dire&ted fire of the artillery, 
the rapid advance of the 71 regunent, 
and the forward countenance of the 
Heflians, fo overpowered the enemy, that 
they inftantly fell into confufion, and dif- 
perfed. 
In the mean time, the light infantry 
having arrived at the new barracks, which 
were full in the way they were making 
to the rear of the enemy, fell in unex- 
pectedly with a body of the militia of 
Georgia, who were there ftationed with 
artillery, to guard the great road from 
Ogeeche ; thefe were foon routed, with 
the lofs of their cannon, and as Sir 
james Baird was in ful! purfuit of the 
fugitives, in his way to fall upon the 
main body, the terrified and {cattered 
troops of the Carolina and Georgia bri- 
gades, came running acrofs the plain full 
in hie front. Nothing could exceed the 
confufun and rout that now enfued, 
when the light infantry, with the rapidi- 
ty peculiar tothat corps,threw themicl ves 
in headlong upon the flanks of a flyiu.g 
enemy, already fufficiently broken and 
contufed. 

No victory was ever more complete. 
38 commiffioned officers, 415 non-com- 
mifloned and privates, 48 pieces of can- 
non, 23 mortars, the fort with its am- 
munition and itores, the fhipping im the 
river, a large quantity of provifions, with 


the capital of Georgia, were all in the 
poflefhon of the conquerors before dark. 
Neither the glory of the victory, nor the 
military renown arifing from the judi- 
cious meafures, and admirable manceu- 
vres which led to it, could refle& more 
honour upon the commander in chief, 
than every other part of his condué. 
His triumph was neither diftained by an 
unneceflary effufion of blood, nor de- 
graded by prefent or fubfequent cruelty. 
The moderation, clemency, and huma- 
nity of all his conduct, will be confi- 
dered (tii) the more praife-worthy, when 
it is recolleSted, that he was under the 
immediate imprefhon of fuch peculiar 
circumftances of irritation aad refens- 
ment, as had not been experienced by 
any other Britith officer,who had borne 
command during the American war. 
The lofs of the Americans in flaia was 
very fmall, confidering the nature of 
the complete rout they had undergone. 
Only about fourfcore men fell in the ac- 
tion and purfuit, and about thirty more 
perifhed in their attempts to efcape 
through the fwamp. The condu& of 
their commanders requires no obferva- 
tion. Every body williee they knew no- 
thing of their bufinefs. Although the 
fugitives fled, and confequently led the 
the purfuit through the town of Sa- 
vannah, and that many of the inhabi- 
tants were then in the ftreets, yet, fuch 
was the excellent difcipline obferved, 
that in that heat of blood, not a fingle 
perfon fuffered, who had aot arms in his 
hands, and who was not befides in the 
a& either’ of flight or refittance. The 
commander having received fome inform- 
ation, that the {etting of the capital on 
fire, in cafe of ts lofs, had been once a 
matter in contemplation with the enemy, 
took effeciual meafures to guard againit 
that defign, if fill intended. No place 
in Similas circumfances, ever fufferegifo 
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Kittle by depredation, as the town of Sa- 
vannah did upon this occafion ; even tak- 
ing into the account, that committed by 
their own negroes during the darknefs of 
the approaching night. A ftrong cir- 
cumftancia} teftimony, that thofe enor- 
mities, fo frequently attributed to the li- 
cence of the joldiers, fhould with much 
more juftice be charged tothe indefenfible 
conduct of their fuperiours ; whether by 
a previous relaxation of difcipline,an im- 
mediate participation in the guilt, or a 
no le{s eulpable fufferance of the enor+ 
mity. 

Through the a€tivity and prompt union 
of the commanders in chief by tand 
and fea, and the fpirit and diligence of 
their officers, Genercl Howe, with the 
broken remains of his army, was not 
only compelled to retreat into South- 
Carolina, but notwithftanding many 

-3mpediments in their way, and fome 
wants not eafily remedied, particularly 
horfes for their artillery, they, within 
lefs than a fortnight, had recovered the 
whole province of Georgia (excepting 
only the town of Sunbury) to the Bri- 
tifh government. In that time they had 
reftored tranquillity every where, afford - 
ed protection to ail who remained in or 
returned to their boufes, eftablithed fuch 
pots as fecursd the whole line of fron- 
tier on the fide of South-Carolina, and 
formed the well affef&ted, who came in 
with their rifles and horfes, into a corps 
et light dragoons. 

In themean time Major-General Pro- 
vott found no fmall difficulty in bring- 





ing together, from their fcattered and re- 
mote cantonments, the final] parties with 
which he was to make an impreflion on 
the fide of Florida, The getting for- 
ward hisartillery, ftores, and provifions, 
asthe enemy were matters of the navi- 
gation in general, both along the coatts, 
and on the greater waters inland, was no 
lefs difficult. In thefe operations, the 
troops underwent unufual hardfhips and 
diftreffes, which they bore with the moft 
exemplary fortitude and temper; both 
officers and foldiers having been reduced 
to live for feveral days folely upon oytters, 
and cnduring at the fame time the great- 
eft heat and fatigue, without complaint, 
defpondency, or murmur, The major- 
general having at length brought for- 
ward a few pieces of artillery, fuddenly 
furrounded the town and fort of Sunbu- 
ry, on the frontiers of Georgia, The 
garrifon, confitting of about zoo men, 
made fome thew of defence, and gave the 
commander the trouble of opening 
trenches. But although they were fup- 
ported by fomearmed veflels and gallics, 
yet all hope of relicf being now totally cut 
off by the reduétion of the reft of the pro- 
vince, they found it neceflary to furren- 
der at difcretion, ‘This happened juft at 
the time, when Col. Campbell, after the 
fettlement of the interiour country, had 
returned to Savannah, and was prepar- 


“ing to fet out on an expedition for the re- 


du&ion of Sunbury. The command 
devolved of courfe to General Proveft ca 
his arrival at Savannah.

prefent under, yet every citizen has a 
right to examine, and criticife upon each 
act of government, and to compare thei 
with the original principles of focieties, 
and the diftates of our excellent confti- 
tution. 

There are certain principles effential to 
government, and you may as well ex- 
rho to make an animal thrive without 

ight and air, or a plant grow without 

water and the influences of the fun, as to 

kea governmentafford the peop}: hap- 
inefe without them, 





LAW, 


Government is founded in the nature 
of man ; and it never can be a mark of 
wildom to conftru& a fyftem, or adopt 
principles, which would fuit another or- 
der of beings, but are heterogeneous to 
the human race. 

God could have made and continued 
the earth in fuch a form, and of fuch a 
texture, as to have produced the neceffa- 
ries and luxuries of life fpontancoully ; 
man might have been made, and conti- 
nued, fo as to live without labour and 
toil, but an all-wite and infinitely good 
Being did not fee fit to make him fo.— 
Tf man was divefted of the paflions and 
teviings he ucew poffefies, he would not 
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be man, but another order of beings. 

“Since man is as he is, the great quef- 
tion will be, how to fecure his focial hap- 
pinefs. Government is imtended for this 
end. Could we be fecure in our perfons 
and property, in a ttate without civil fo- 
ciety, government would be unneceflary ; 
but the ferocious temper of mankind, al- 
together excludes happinefs, unlefs it 1s 
introduced by the laws of fociety; for 
ovr happinefs depends upon the fecurity 
of our lives and property. 

Says the great Mr. Locke, in his ex- 
cellent treatife upon gevernment, page 
226, “* the great and chief end, therefore, 
of men’s uniting into commonwealths, 
and putting themfelves uxder govern- 
ment, is the prefervation of their proper- 
ty.” In the firtt article of the declara- 
tion of rights, it is agreed, that ‘* all men 
have certain effential unalienable rights, 
among which may be reckoned the right 
of acquiring, poffefiing and proteéting 
property.’ In the tenth article, it is faid, 
** that egch individual has a right to be 
protected in the enjoyment of life, liber- 
ty and property.” 

Now, with that deference and refpect, 
which at all times are due to the rulers 
of a great and free people, I will inquire, 
whethe? the above mentioned aft is con- 
fiftent with thefe, which are the princi- 
ples upon which we united into a com- 
monwealth. 

The fecurity of property is one great 
inducement to government ; for fuch is 
the law of nature, that induftry, and fru- 
gality are virtues; and generally {peak - 
ing, thole who prattice them will be 
wealthy and honourable; the reverfe of 
the propofition is as true, that thofe who 
do not praétice them will be neither rich 
nor refpe&table: And yet there is an in- 
difpofitron in mankind to both thele vir- 
tues, and a fad inclination to idlenefs and 
d:flipation. Heaven has then wifely giv- 
en hunger, cold, thirft, tafte, pride, love, 
fear, ambition and the regard to pofteri- 
ty, as inducements to that care and toil 
which men would otherwife avoid. Thus 
ftimulated, they acquire property, and this 
property they unite into commonwealths 
to protect. ‘The property thus acquired, 
may be divided,in that which we actually 
poffefs, and that which we have a right to 
poffeis. The property which we have a 
right to pocfs, is the object of the a& 
under confideration. When one man 
has acquired from his own, or theinduf- 
try of his anceitors, a certain quantity of 
property, let it be in fpecifick articles, or 
im money, which is the ticket or repre- 
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fentative of property, he has an indefeaf- 
ible right to hold the poffeffion of it a- 
gaint all men, and all bodies of men 
or otherwife it is none of his. For fays 
Mr: Locke, page 238, “‘ what property 
have I, in that ewhich another may by right 
take when be pleafes to bimfelf?” Lt then 
the property thus acquired, may by the 
general promulgated laws of the State, 
be delivered over to another upon a {pe- 
cial compaét or agreement, the one who 
receives it, is under an obligation to re- 
ftore it, or to pay that which isagreed up- 
on as an equivalent for it, according to 
his compaét, and he who delivers it over, 
has as great and indefeafible, unalienable 
a demand on the commonwealth, to pro- 
teét this ow mae by compelling the o- 
ther to perform his contraét (provided 
it is an honeft one) as he had for the pro- 
teétion of the property before he deliver- 
ec it out of his pofleflion ; and hence fays 
the eleventh article in the declaration of 
rights, * he ought to obtain right and 
jaitice freely, promptly, and without de- 
lay, conformadly to the laws.” 

But the act ander confideration, pro- 
vides that the creditor who has a con- 
tra&t for money, thall not demand a ful- 
filment of that contraé& according to the 
original agreement, he fhall not “ save 
juice promptly,’ but thall be obliged to 
take fomething elfe in lieu of the thing 
agreed upon, or he thall not have juftice 
at all. 

But it may be faid he is to have juftice 
conformably to the laws, and that the law 
has made this provifion. To which two 
anfwers may be given—tft, That a law 
relating to compaéts made before the law 
exifted, ts an ex pof fafo law, and to- 
tally deftroysail fecurity in government, 
and where fuch a right is exercifed, there 
can be no confidence in the laws, fecurity 
in the State, or credit between man and 
man. And furthermore, it can never 
come within the meaning of fhe word 
laws, for fays Mr. Locke, page 234, 
** the legiflative cannot affume to itfelf a 
power to rule by extemporary arbitrary 
decrees, but is bound to difpence juftice, 
and decide the rights of the fubjeét, by 
promulgated sTANDING laws, and 
known and authorifed judges.” 

The Tender Law provides, that juf- 
tice thall be denied, unlefs the creditor 
will comply with a condition which was 
no part of the contract, upon which he 
parted with his property, the fruit of his 
induftry, but is a pofitive, extemporane- 
ous deeree of the legiflature, Snce the 
contract was made. . 
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The reafon given for the extraordina- 


ty meafure, is the publick good. Let 
this be examined. fake it for granted, 
that the pubiick good depended upon 
departing from the original ideas of go- 
vernment, and taking the property of 
one part of the community, to appeafe 
the unjuftifiable and unprovoked cla- 
mours of the other, has not the conftitu- 
tion, that original compact, whereby we 
united into one Commonwealth, declar- 
ed, that ** whenever the publick exigen- 
cies sequire, that the property of an in- 


dividual fhall be appropriated to publicie * 


ufes, he fha!| receive a reafonable com- 
penfation therefor ?"°+-T hen if it becomes 
neceflary to the publick imtereft, to take 
the property of A and give it to B, let 
the publick give him an equivalent for it. 

if the property to be tendered is equal 
to the creditor’s demand in money, it is 
very eafy for the debior to raife the mo- 
ney by the fale of it ; if it isnot, then 
you take away a part of the creditors 
property, and generally, rob the indultri- 
ous, and fober part of the community, 
upon which the very exiltence of the ftate 
depends, to aid the idle and profligate, 
who ave no benefit to it. If itis taid, 
that when the debt was contraéted, mo- 
ney being plenty, the nominal price of 
the property delivered by the creditor, 
to the debtor, was higher than it is now. 
I anfwer that if the property delivered 
‘was money, the creditor would have had 
the fame advantage, faving the intereft, 
If he had not paried with it, if it was 
other property, he might have tucned it 
into money, and kcpt the money by him. 
But what ts a better anfwer fill, 1s, chat 
men have a right tomake their own bay- 
gains, and if government has a right ta 
interfere with fair private contracts, there 
is no longer any fecurity in the property 
we acquire, or faith between man and 
man. The ill policy of the a& ought to 
be confidered. 

The fupreme power hage a right to 
eftablith whatever they pleate,to be the 
reprelentative of property, or the medium 
of commerce ; provide “lit does not in- 
terfere with paf contra&ts. But whate- 
ver they make a medium, they are to re- 
ceive into their treafury for taxes, becanfe 
:t would be unveafonab.e and oppreilive, 
to demand filver and gold of the Jubje&, 
while they prohibit his demanding the 


fame of thofe with whom he trades, or 


who have taken his property from him, 
by his confent, or againit it. It is call- 
ing upon the ging’ to ** make bricks 
without ftraw.”” 

Silver and gold are the money of the 
world, if one part of it will make any 
thing elfe money, filver and gold will 
Jeave them in proportion to the quantity 
of the other matter fabttituted. Deltroy- 
ing the certainty of contracts, annihi- 
lates all private as well as publick cre- 


dit—brings on an artificial fearcity of, 


money—prevents the payment of taxes, 
and makes the people poor indeed. The 
meafures taken by the Legiflature on the 
fcarcity of money, might be refembled to 
thatof a company of men, ina fummer's 
fcorching fun, fuffering with thirft, la- 
houring to draw water, and yet choak- 
ing up all the fprings by which the well 
18 fupplied. 

The policy after the end of the war, 
in 1763, wag to urge the people for the 
payment of debts and taxes, and all the 
torce of government was bent that way, 
for fuch is the unhappy difpofition of 
debtors, generaily {peaking, that they 
without urging, will fuffer growing in- 
tereft upon loans, that cankcr-worm of 
all profperity, to eat them up, and to 
caveat their families. And the prefeot 

iflature would do well to confider, 

t their opinion would be, of the head 
a father of a family, who, becaufe fome 
of his children were profligate, idle and 
peevith, would take the earnings of the 
obedient and virtuous, and give it to 
the others ; and inflead of making them 
all labour to fecure their provision and 
fubfiftence for winter, in the more cle- 
ment feafons, would. flatter them with 
the hopesof perpetual fummer, and in- 
dulge them in idienefs until the piercing 
ftovms had arrived, and diftrefs and mi- 
fery were inevitable. Whoever tekes 
unjuftly from one, and gives to another, 
deltroys the confidence as well of the 
one who recejves, as of the one he robs, 
For the rules of reétitude, according to 
the focal comp afl, are the only paths to 
JSajety and publick bappinefi.

rd her mother a poor country-woman, 
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named Erb-Magden, of the village of 
Rinven in Eftonia. She was left a young 
= and ae up by the Vicar or 


Clerk of the parifh, until the was four- 
teen, when Dr. Gluck,a Lutheran Mi- 
nifter, taking a fancy to her, took her 
to kis own houfe, and at eighteen mar- 
ried her to a ‘Livonian ferjeant in the 
Swedifn fervice; and on that very day 
General Baur took Marienbuty, vofére 
the marriage was confummated. Her 

ceful behaviour recommended her to 
the notice of the General, and he foon 
after gave her the infpection of his do- 
mettick affairs. In this fituation the ac- 
quitted herfelf fo much to the Gene- 
ral’s fatisfaétion, that in gratitude to her 
merit, he recommended her to the like 
fervice under Prince Meazhoft ; and here 
it was that the Czar tock a fancy to her 
one day after dinner with that Prince, 
and was‘fo charmed with her perfon and 
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manner, that he took her home to him- 
felfin 1704,married her privately in 1707, 
and fome years after had it ratified in a 
publick and folemn manner, caufed her 
to he crowned Emprefs, and left her in 
poffeffion of his throne. He was fo ex- 
ceffively fond of her, that in 1713, he in- 
ftituted the order of St. Catharine, with 
the motto, ** Through Love and Fideli- 
ty :** yet a few weeks before his death, 
his Majefty took it in his head to be jea- 
lous of her and his Chamberlain, whe 
taking the liberty to kifs her hand as the 
gave him her arm to help her out of her 
carriage, loft his life for it; the Czar or- 
dering him to be hanged for harbouring 
prefumptous defigns on the Emprefs’s 
virtue, and to have his head cut off and 
hung on a poft, and the next day as he 
rode out with the Emprefs to take the 
air, he ordered the chaife both going and 
coming, to pafs as clofe by it as poflible.

A THOUEHT for the Delegates to the Convention, to be held at Phitadelphia. 


NSTEAD of reper ss. to amend 
the prefent articles of confederation 
with a View to retain them as the form of 
government, or inftead of attempting 
one general government for the whole 
community of the United States, would 
it not be preferabie to diltribute the ftates 
into three republicks, who would enter 
into a perpetual league or alliance for 
mutual defence. This feague or alli- 
ance muft, as in all cafes of compaét be- 
tween independent nations, depend on 
national faith. Self prefervation howe- 
ver would almoft inevitably produce an 
obfervance, as each {tate would have 
much to apprehend from the fubjugation 
of either of the others. Refleétions on 
the fubjeét in the abftradt, would have 
fuggcfted to us, and our own experience 
has fully convinced us, that there can be 
only one fovereigrty in a government ; 
the notion therefore of a government by 
confederation between feveral indepen - 
dent ftates, and each {tate ftill retaining 
its fovereignty, mult be abandoned, and 
with it every attempt to amend the pre- 
fent articles of contederation, No pof- 
fible amendment will prevent adifunion, 
and being wholly feparated we fhall be 
eafily broken. These are objeétions to 








the {cheme of one general govermnent. 
The national concerns of a people fo nu- 
merous, witha territory fo extenfive, will 
be proportionably difficult and impor- 
tant. This will require proportionate 
powers in the adminittration, efpecially 
in the chief executive; greater perhaps 
than will confift with the principies of a 
democratick form. For thefe reafons 
the plan of three republicks as a fubfti- 
tute, is propofed for publick confidera- 
tion. ‘The queftion is of great magni- 
tude ; it is only briefly hinted here, but 
deferves to be attentively and candidly 
confidered by all who havea folicitude 
for the liberties, and confequently for 
the happinefs of their country. Our 
fate, as far as it can depend on human 
means, is committed to the convention ; 
as they decide, fo will our lot be. It 
muft be the with of the delegates, and it 
certainly is both our duty and intereft 
to aid them in the arduous bulinefs in- 
truited to them. One way to this is by 
a publick communication of fentiment.

The manner of vaifiag and drefinge HE MP, as now fradifed in England. 


N the fall of the year preceding the 

time for fowing the Hemp feed, let 
the land be ploughed up, and fowed to 
vetches, peria>s in October, and in A- 
pti! following they will be fit to mow. 
* Then let the ground be ploughed very 
deep, fo as to bury the ftubble of the 
vetches ata good depth under ground. 
‘This ftubble of vetches, is faid to be an 
excellent manure, when buried under the 
roots of the Hemp, and makes it grow 
rapidly. Soon af*er this deep ploughing, 
plough it again crofs ways, but not fo 
deep, as to tear up the ftubble that had 
been buried by the former ploughing. 
Old dung well rotten, fhould alfo be 
fpread over the yroond and ploughed in, 
at the firft ploughing. 

In the month of May, if the weather 
is fufficiently warm, and thé land thus 
prepared, fow the | fitmp-feed in the 
broad -cait way, a5 you fow wheator bar- 
ley, at the rate of about two bubhels to 
an acre, and harrow it in. Hemp re- 
quires a good degree of warmth to be 
given to the ground by manure, toquick- 
en and force its Vegetation: And the 
fiebbie of veteches; is {aid to have fuch 
4 warming quality. Hemp ought to be 
towed when the weather is fair and {cr- 
tled, and like to continue fo ; it being 
found that rain, foon after (owing, is ve- 
ry hurtiul to the feed, and 1s apt to kill 
.gereut part of it. Hemp is generally 
in the ground about feven weeks from 
the fowing, to the time of pulling it. 


—~——~ ee -< — — 


Hemp is of two kinds, male and female. 
The female is that which bews the feed, 
and is ripe later than the male. The 
male Hemp, muft be pulled up about a 
fortnight tooner than the female or feed- 
hemp. The manner of treating the male 
Hemp after it is pulled up 1s thus— 
Chute a clean pafture where the grafs is 
fhort and green, and there fpread the 
Hemp in thé fame manner that flax is 
{pread. ' Should tso or three thowers of 
rain happen to fallon it foon after the 
{preading, it muf then be turned over : But 
if no rain fhould fall on it, then it mut 
lye for two or three weeks and then be 
turned, and fo lye until it is At for ftrip- 
ping, which may be known, if on trial, 
the ikin or bark of the Hemp, peels or 
ftrips freely from the ffalk. The male 
Hemp, when the feed is full grown, nu 
be pulled and bound up in bundles of a- 
bout fourteen pounds weight in a bun- 
die, the bandage to be juft below the top, 
that the bundles may fpread wide at the 
bottom, and fo by that means ftand firm 
in their piles, and not be thrown down 
by the wind, when they are fet up todry 
and ripen the feed. As birds are very 
apt to come in flocks and devour the 
feed when inthis fituation, care mult be 
taken to keep them off, which a boy may 
do from a large quantity. 

Whiter the feed is fufficiently ripe, the 
Hemp miay be daid together in a large 
pile, then dig a pit im the ground of 4 
tuflicient bignefs near the pile, overwhigh 
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lay a grate or hurdle, and laying the 
bundles of Hemp on that grate, ina fair 
dry day, two men may threfh it as the 

do other grain, and the feed falls into the 
pit, under the grate. After the Hemp is 
thus threfhed, rt muft be {pread abroad in 
the manner that flax is fpread, on fhort 
green grafs, in a clean pafture, as has 
been already mentioned. When the 
Temp has been expofed long enough, and 
properly turned, fo as to be fit (or ripe) 
tor ttripping, it mutt be piled together in 
a {quare mow, and covered, foas to keep 
it from the wet : The larger the quan- 
tity that is thus piled together, the bet- 
ter ; and in that ftate let it mellow and 
{weat tor a month or fix weeks, and then 
it will be fit to ftrip for the market. If 
this fweating in the mow, fhould not 
perfe& the feparation of the Hut or 
Hemp from the ftalk, fo 2s to make it 
ttrip off eafily and freely, this difficadty 
may be helped in this manner—Open 
one or more of the bundies at a time, 
and fpread them on an earthen floor ; 





then take warm water mixed with cham- 
ber-lye, and fprinkle over them, then 
bind them up again and let them lay five 
or fix hours, which will make them ftrip 
freely to the very ends of the ftaik. 

The manner of ftripping or fealing 
the Hempis very fimple. The perfon 
employed in it has only to break the 
ftalk about the middle, and ftrip the 
Hemp both ways, and lay it down tn lit- 
tle heaps, and when the heap is big e- 
nough, twift it into a hank iike a hank 
of flax, and it is then fit for fale without 
any other dreffing. Women and chil- 
dren, as well as men, may be employed 
in this bufinefs, to advantage, e{pecially 
in the winter feafon, when they have lit- 
tle other employment. One perion can 
ftrip about eight pound of Hemp in a 
day. The produét of one acre of good 
land tens 34 ploughed and manured, 
willbe about one thoufand or eleven 
hundred pounds weight of Hemp, fit fox 
the market.

The guardians claimed their fhare 
of the {pecie for their children ; on which, the 
boncft hep-father bought up papes at £2 or 13/2 
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for the dollar, and fuch money wasa /ega/ 
payment for the ufe of the orphans ! 

e hear from Middleton, that on Tuef- 
day morning laft, as Mefirs. Jofeph and ‘Tho- 
mas Peabody, of that town, brothers, were ac 
work together in a faw- mill, fome contention 
arofe between them, and a fcuffle enfued, in 
which the latter received inftantaneous death, 
fuppofed to have been occafioned by the break - 
ing of fome interna! veffel, in his violent ex- 
ertions. We have not yet heard the verdié& 
of the jury which fat on the body. 

BOSTON, April 14. 

It was a faying of the great Sir Francis 
Bacon, * That when any of the four pillars 
of government are mainly thaken or weaken- 
ed, viz. Religion, Juftice, Counfel or Trea- 
fure, men had not topray for fair weather." 
We doubt this advice is not much regarded 
here, but the prefent ftate of this Common- 
wealth demands, as weil as {piritual aid, the 
moft animated exertion of every man who is 
able to put his shoulders to the wheel. —The 
mire is not fo deep, but unanimity, concord, 
and perfeverance may yetestricate us. 

By a gentleman who arrived in town, on 
Tuefday, directly from the county of Hamp- 
fhire, we are informed, that the Hon. Jaf- 
tices of the Supreme Judicial Court, finished 
their feffion for the county of Berkthire, lat 
week, after palling fentence of death on fix of 
the rebels who have been taken in arms in 
that county ;—and, among many others, fep- 
tencing Wm. Whiting, Efg; Chief Juftice of 
theCourt of Common Pleas for that county,to 
be imprifoned fix months, pay a fine of 100/. 
and find fureties for keeping the peace for 5 
years—-and a Mr. Gould, a lawyer, to pay a 
fine of sol. to the ftate, and find fureties for 
his good behaviour for three years. 

Aufiin, of Sheffield, and a Mr. 
Willcox, we are tole, are among the rebels un- 
der fentence of death, in Berkfhire county. 
Hamlin, who commanded the rebels io 
the attack on Col. Athley, at Sheffield, has 
not yet received his trial, on account of the 
bad flate of his wounds. 

On Wedneiday laft the Hon. Nathaniel 
Gorham, Efqg; a Member of Congrefs, and 
one of the Delegates to the propofed Federad 
Convention, from this Commonweaith, fatofl 
from his houfe in Charleitown, on his way to 
New- York. 

Wednefday evening departed this life, af- 
ter a lingering and painful diforder, which he 
bore with uncommon fortitude and patience, 
Tuomas Ivers, Efg; Treafurer and Receiv- 
er-General of this Commonwealth, in the 
s7th year of his age. 

We hear from Rehoboth, that on the 26ch 
ult. Mr, Jofeph Wheaten, a deputy-therift 
for the county of Briftol, apprehended one 
Hesekiah Hicks, jun. a noted infurgent, and 
the next day committed him to Taunton 
goal—and that in the night of the a7th, the 
ftable .doorof Dr. John Wheeler, of that town, 
was tarred, and his horfe’s mane and tail cut, 
tacged and feathered, as was alfo the horic ot 
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@ friend of the DoStor’s, who was with him. 
NEWPORT, April 12. 

A correfpondent eftimates, that the inju- 
ries fuftained in our trade, and expences which 
Ihave accrued to government, in confequence 
of the fyftem of the prefent adminifiration, 
would amount to more than 100,000). in real 
filver and gold, which is the nominal fam of 
the paper emitted. He affures us that this 
calculation is not chimerical, but founded on 
inconteftible principles. It being a melan- 
choly fat, that fince the acceffion to office of 
our prefent rulers—our commerce hath alto- 
nithingly declined—our boneff mechanichs and 
labourers have been wanting employ—and 
our lands and houfes have funk in value ; in 
addition to which, we have to lament the lofs 
of publick and sprivate credit, the only bafis 
of a commercial nation—-the ruin of the in- 
duftrious, the widow, and the orphan, by 
fraudulent difcharges of their debts, and the 
various evils which daily arife from domeftick 
feuds. 

PROVIDENCE, April 1. 

** At the Superiour Court, in the County 
of Wathington lat week, we are informed, 
all the Judges were prefent. This being the 
firft full Court fince the decifion on the penal 
law, many perfons were fluthed with hopes 
that, at this term, the bills of credit of this 
ftate, would be adjudged to operate as a ten- 
der, at par, and to difcharge all contracts. 

‘© The General Allembly having been fo 
recently in feffion, all dilatory pleas feemed 
to be excluded. Upwards of twenty bills ia 
equity, for the redemption of mortgaged e- 
ftates, were filed at this and preceding terms. 
The faitors came forward with their paper 
bills, in hagdkerchiefs and pillowbears, in 
prodigious quantities. Upwards of four- 
teen thoufand dollars, crammed into one bag, 
was laid on the table, to redeem one efate. 

«¢ The Court was moved, in one cafe, by 
way of experiment, ** ro caufe the bills to be 
counted, and to dive? the Clerk to record th: 
tender." This motion being confidered as a 
prelude toa more ferious queftion, sharpened 
the attention of the Court, as weil as of the 
parties and f{pefators. One of the Court 
was atalofsto conceive what agency could 
be required of them relative to the bills, be- 
fore rendition of judgment. ‘The law feem- 
ed to require convenient certainty in all ¢a- 
fes; and uatil the Court fhould have difcov- 
ed, by a particular ftatement of the account 
arifing on the mortgage, cither by themleives, 
oc by matters in chancery, appointed for that 
purpofe, the balance dut, if any, and from 
whom it was due, would it not be prema- 
ture to take any judicial cognizance of a 
tender from either party ? lu whote cuftody 
and at whofe rifk were the bills to remain ? 
And how could the Court juftify themielves, 
if the event of the fuit fhould evince that the 
tender was made by the wrofg party, or of 
an infufficient fum ? te was matter of courfe, 
he thought, for the petitioner to alledye, rhac 


he was ready to redeem, and had the money 
in Court ; he could not be required to count 
it until the exaét fum to be paid was afcer- 
tained by the Court. After due confidera- 
tion of this motion, the Court determined 
that they bad nothing to do with the paper 
bills ; aud the Chief Juice took the hand- 
kerchief, containing them, from the table, 
and returned it to the owner, faying to him, 
“ The Court have determined that they bave 
nothing to do with your money.” 

‘* After this determination, it was faid 
that the fuitors, who had brought their mo- 
pey into Court, took the pains to have it 
counted by private perfons, out of Court, 
hoping fill to avail themfelves by proving 
the tender. 

** The Court did not fee fit to proceed to 
final adjucation on any bill in equity, or in 
any other cafe, where a large fum of money 
was in queftion ; but referred over all fuch 
cafes to the nextterm. ‘The fame difcretion 
the Court had aifo ufed the preceding week 
in the county of Newport, where a great ma- 
ny bills in equity had alfo been filed, and 
where only four of the Judges attended.” 





WORCES TE R. 

The Supreme Judicial Court, which was 
to have been hoiden in this town, this week, 
is adjourned until Tuefday next week. This 
Court is wow doing bufinefs at Northampton, 
in the County of Hampthire. 

Yefterday his Excellency John Mancock, 
Efq; and his lady, together with Mr. and 
Mrs. Jeffry (late Mrs. Hayley) paffed through 
this town, on their way to Philadelphia. 

The death of the Treafurer for this Com- 
monwealih, Mr. Ivers, has occationed his 
Excellency the Governour to call the General 
Court together, to choofe another perfon to 
fill that important office ; no bufinefs can be 
tranfa€tedgee the Treafury until after a new 
choice. 

We hear that Shays, Day, Parfons, and 
Wheeler, are now at St. John’s, in Canada, 
but receive no encouragement from that go- 
verament. 

Ic is fai¢ that the Britith are fortifying 
their pots in Canada, and that they are raif- 
ing their funken vefiels in the Lake, in order 
to repair and fic for ufe; the reafon is faid to 
be, that they expect to be molefted by the 
troops of chefe States fome time this fum- 
mer; but at prefent they have nothing to fear. 

We hear from Weitminfter, State of Ver- 
mont, that a widow woman of that place, on 
Sunday morning, the 8th inf. went to a 
barn near the houfe where the lived, and 
without any affiftance delivered herfelf of a 
fine male child, which the afterwards carried 
into the houfe in her apron.
